Mr. Eeitoh: — 

As the school subject is of vital 
interest to me, I ask for space in 
your paper to express a few ideas 
relative to teaching. As I am a 
teacher of nice years experience, 1 
think I understand fully, the op- 
pressions that teachers of Lump- 
kin county have undergone. But 
I propose to speak of the future in- 
stead of lhe past. The State 
School Commissioner advises the 
lary plan, which I think better, 
the salary was sufficient. Any 
nscianiious teacher will discharge 
a or her doty just as well for a 
salary as an average attendance. 
But if soma are negligent, how 
much more is that than the many 
forged averages tbat have been 
hauded in as the present, as ex- 
coinmissiouers are aware. The 
State Hchcol Commissioner, (for 
reasons unknown to me) has also 
informed the Board of Education 
that the school fund will not be as 
much for 1894 as it was for '93.
